MEXICAN REBEL WITH 
$700,000 HELD AS ABSCONDER 


Salvador Ateca and Secretary Arrested in New 
York After Forfeiting Bail in Kansas City 
—U.S. Official and Attorney Also Accused. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, May 4.—A former 
paymaster in the Mexican rebel 
army and his secretary, who 


Slipped through the fingers of the 
law in Kansas City, Mo., were ar- 
rested here today* had a black 
bag containing approximately 
$700,000, with which officials sus- 
pect they were absconding to 
Spain. With them were found a 
United States Government offi- 
cial and a former government em- 
ploye who were charged with con- 
Spiring to assist the flight. 

Salvador Ateca, the former rebel] 
paymaster, until recently held the 
gambling concessions in the Mex- 
ican State of Chihuahua with the 
rebel Gen. Mareelo Caraveo, for- 
mer Governor of Chihuahua. His 
secretary is Antonio Haqueo. 

The Americans arrested are Rus- 
sell Mathews, assistant director of 
immigration at El Paso, Tex., and 
W. H. Fryer, former assistant 
United States Attorney at El Paso. 

Ateca and Maqueo were arrest- 
ed in Kansas City Wednesday by 
secret service operatives as fugi- 
tives from justice from El Paso. 
Their bail was set at $5000 each, 
which they promptly posted in 
eash out of the black bag and kept 
on traveling. 

Thinking, officials surmise, that 
they had outwitted the secret service 
agents Ateca and Maqueo, with 
Matthews and Fryer, took quar- 
ters in a Broadway hotel awaiting 
a chance to leave the country. 

This afternoon Assistant United 
States Attorney George Mintzer. 
several detectives and a group of 
Secret Service men walked into 
their room with a pass key. 

There are two charges against 
Ateca at E] Paso. He is assused 
of violating the presidential neu- 


trality proclamation by smuggling 
an airplane to the Mexican rebel 
forces across the border, and there 
is a civil action filed in the Texas 
city by the Republic of Mexico 
and the state of Chihuahua seek- 
ing to regain funds he is alleged 
to have appropriated from the 
Juarez city treasury. 

Pending hearing on extradition 
to face these charges the Ateca 
and Maqueo were held without 
bail by a United States Commis- 
sioner. The Americans, were al- 
lowed to give $2500 bail, but this 
time no one was allowed to post 
the bail out of the black bag: 

Among the items in the black 
bag were $76.497 in United States 
currency; a bag of Mexican gold 
coins of a large but not precisely 
determined amount; 21. certifi- 
cates of deposit on the First Na- 
tional Bank of El Paso, drawn to 
the order of Leo P. Shuster and 
indorsed by him and Ateca, 
amounting to $104,098.27: a check 
to Ateca’s order on the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce for $14,661; 
another on the same bank for $750; 
a certificate of deposit on the lV irst 
National Bank of E! Vaso, direct- 
ted to the International Banking 
Co. of Madrid. Spain, for 100,000 
pesos: certificates of deposit on 
the KJ Paso bank drawn to Ateca’s 
credit for 200,000 pesos, for $2978 
and for 60,000 and 60,000 pesos: 
two checks on the State Nationa! 
Bank of Ei Paso to Ateca’s order 
for 25,000 pesos each: and a cer- 
tificate for 550 shares of stock of 
the Altar & Cananea Mining Co.

Borah for Change in Law—

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The 
right of Andrew W. Mellon to 
serve as Secretary of the Treasury, 
although he is a stockholder in va- 
rious enterprises was upheld today 
by eight of the 17 members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, but a 
poll failed to develop a majority 
and three separate reports will be 
submitted to the Senate for its de- 
cision. 

Fifteen members of the commit- 
tee were recorded tonight. They 
divided 8 to 7 in favor of the re- 
port of Senator Steiwer (lKep.), Or- 
egon, holding that Mellon's stock- 
holdings do not violate the statute 
forbidding the Secretary of the 
Treasury to carry on trade or com- 
merce, 

Sixteen members were recorded 
on the motion of Senator Walsh 
(Dem.). Montana, proposing an 
open investigation of Mellon’s re- 
lations with the companies in 
which he is a stockholder. The 
vote stood 9 to 7 against’ that 
course. 

The report of Chairman Norris 
(Rep.), Nebraska, that Mellon as a 
stockholder was disqualified from 
continuing in the post he has held 
for eight years stood rejected by a 
vote of 11 to 4. 

The four Democratic Senators 
absent from the meeting, all but 
one of whom was polled later, are: 
Gill, Washington: Ashurst, Ari- 
zona; Caraway, Arkansas, and Ste- 
phens, Mississippi. 

Walsh Proposal Beaten. 

Ashurst indieated he would not 
vote on any of the reports but 
would oppose the motion to have 
the committee conduct hearings, 
thus making a majority of the com- 
mittee against the Walsh motion. 
Stephens, the only unrecorded 
member of the committee is ab- 
Sent from the city because of sick- 
ness in his family and has not par- 
ticipated in the discussions. 

With the reports coming before 
the Senate next week, Senator Mc- 
Kellar, (Dem.) Tenn., author of 
the resolution ordering the inquiry 
into the right of Mellon to hold of- 
fice, announced he would bring the 
question to a decision by a motion 
to adopt the report of Senator 
Norris. 

Walsh, who asked for the open 
investigation, produced before the 
committee a deposition of Secre- 
tary Mellon, relating to a visit by 
him to Canada in 1925 in his in- 
terests as a stockholder in the 
Aluminum Co. of America. He 
Said he intended to put that evi- 


dence before the Senate. 


Borah for Change in Law. 

senator Borah (Rep.). Idaho. 
and Senator King (Dem.), Utah. 
are preparing a third report. They 
maintain Mellon's holding of stock 
does not disqualify him, just as the 
supporters of the Steiwer report 
contend, but they add that any 
activity in business would disquali- 
fy him. 

“My view,” said Senator Borah, 
‘is that the ownership of stock 
does not of itself render a person 
ineligible to this office. 

“But while the ownership of 
stock does not of itself render the 
person ineligible. any activity or 
concern in carrying on the busi- 
ness in which he is a stockholder 
would be a violation of the law. 
The Secretary of the Treasury un- 
der the statute is compelled to di- 
vorce himself completely from ad- 
Vising, counséling or directing the 
business. 

“T take the view also that the 
Statute ought to be amended and 
made more specific and more 
adapted to modern business. The 
statute was adopted 140 years ago 
and it is indefinite in the light 
of present business methods.”

States in general was blessed by 
Pope Pius XI today at the conclu- 
sion of an audience granted.to 250 
pilgrims, led by Cardinal O’Con- 
nell of Boston.

TRADESMEN GET 5-DAY WEEK 


Trades Council Agrees to Make Ef- 
fort to End ELiectrical Craft 
War With Employers. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—By the 
terms of an agreement made today 
bv the Building Trades Employers’

tradesmen receive the five-day

“T am enjoying a quiet evening 
at home with my husband,” she 
said. “That is all I care to say.” 

However, it was learned from 
other sources thaht the action of 
the Longworths amounted to a 
declaration that Congressional! so- 
ciety does not intend to accept the 
settlement of Mrs. Gann's status, 
recent) yreached by the diplomatic 
corps on the strength of a broad 
hint from Secretary of State Stim- 
son.

The social waters of the Capital 
also are disturbed over the dinner 
which President and Mrs. Hoover 
gave at the White House last night 
to Prince and Madame De Ligne, 
the Belgian Ambassador and his 
wife. The honor was interpreted 
as the President's reply to a series 
of attacks on the Ambassador 
which have recently appeared in 
the Washington Post, owned. by 
Ned McLean. The furor provoked 
by the attacks caused Secretary 
Stimson to issue a statement de- 
claring that the Post's attitude did 
not represent the attitude of the 
State Department. 

The Post's attacks on Pirnce De

WOMAN WHO SUED 
FOR BROKEN TROTH 
DIES OF POISONING 


Miss Helen Mary Quinn 
Day Before Had Filed 
$50,000 Suit Against R. 
F. Miller of East St. Louis 


Poison cawsed the sudden death 
early yesterday of Miss Helen Mary 
Quinn, 31 years old, of East St. 
Louis, who the day before had filed 
a $50,000 breach-of-promise suit 
against Robert F. Miller, member 
of the St. Clair County Board of 
Supervisors and secretary of the 
East St. Louis Republican City 
Committee. 

An autopsy was necessary’ to 
determine the cause of death and 
the viscera was sent late yesterday 


St. Louis for analysis to determine 
the nature of the poison. When 
the report is received, Coroner 
Boyne announced, an inquest will 
be held and an effort made to de- 
termine whether the poison was 
swallowed accidentally or inten- 
tionally. 

Dr. Leo Madden, Deputy Cor- 
oner, who conducted the autopsy, 
said it showed that death was due 
to poison taken by swallowing. but 
that he could not state what kind 
of poison it was. The chemical 
analysis is expected tomorrow, 

Miller, who is 32.: was married 
March 22 to Miss Marion Nugei.t, 
daughter of the late Joseph Nu- 
gent, wealthy horse and mule deal- 
er, and they are living with her 
mother at 1719 North Thirty-eighth 
street. Miss Quinn, employed at 
$45 a week as forewoman in a St. 
Louis department store, lived with 
her stepfather and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Dauer, at 1720 Ohio 
avenue. 

Talked to Her Brother. 

After returning home from 
work Friday night, Miss Quinn, 
seemingly in good spirits, read a 
newspaper account of her suit and 
remarked: ‘This is not so funny as 
some people seem to think.” 

She retired at 10:30 o'clock. At 
5 o'clock yesterday morning she 
was heard gasping in her room. 
Her mother found her bleeding 
from the mouth. Unable to speak, 
she was removed to St. Mary's 
Hospital, where she died. She had 
been suffering from a throat ail- 
ment, her mother said. 

Miss Quinn’s brother, John, told 
a reporter that before she died she 
murmured to him “T wanted to 
take a bromide, but I think I got 
mercury.” Quinn said there was 
no trace of any receptacle of pol- 
son except a bottle of chloroform, 
which was in exactly the place he 
had been accustomed to seeing it 
in her room and which appeared 
to him not to have been reduced in 
volume. There was no odor of 
chloroform in the room and, re- 
porters were told, no evidence that 
Miss Quinn had swallowed any of 
it. Her brother said she had ob- 
tained the chioroform two years 
ago “ir application to her face 
when suffering from neurnigia. 

Pawned Engagement Ring. 

A physician summoned to the 
house declined to expreess an opin- 
ion as to the cause of death. 

Miss Quinn's funeral will be at 
2 p. m. tomorrow at an undertak- 
ing establishment at 2525 State 
street, with burial in Calvary Ceme- 
tery. East St. Louis.

He 
Secured pleasure from all elements 
of society, and in his own inimi- 
table way took a quizzical interest 
in all. 

Visited State’s Beauty Spots. 

“He had a certain assertiveness, 
fruit of a fine education, trained 
mind and unusual powers of obser- 
vation, to which he constantly add- 
ed by reading informing books and 
in conversations with men who spe- 
clalized and had mastered a spe- 
clal subject. 

“He traveled extensively in 
Europe and througheut America, 
and when chided upon not knowing 
the beauty spots of his own State, 
accepted the challenge and put in 
his last summer with his wife and 
children visiting the beauty spots 
of his own Missouri. In his trav- 
el: he always took his family; they 
were never separated from him in 
his diversions or his pleasures. 

“I first met our friend 25 years 
ago at a meeting of young men, 
many of whom are now leaders in 
our professional] and financial life,

present I was amazed at the frank- 
ness and cold unalysis of certain 
public acts of mine by one of the 
party.

After a 
very critical and embarrassing 
analysis of my conduct he ap- 
proved it. I was grateful and a 
wonderful friendship of 25 years’ 
continuance began. 


“Some few years later I read of 
a fee of $100,000 paid _ to this 
young attorney, a sum so large in 
those days that leaders of the bar 
were amazed, but he had earned 
the fee, it was not disputed, his 
clients were satisfied. 

“He wrote the first plays for the 
then infant Racquet Club and 
burnt its members to a fine crisp 
with wit and humor. 

“He became the besr after din- 
ner speaker in St. Louis; brilliant, 
clear, incisive. He sometimes of- 
fended, always amused and usua’- 
ly exposed’a sham or brought a 
suffering ego to its Waterloo. His 
fame spread and he was in demand 
throughout the country. The invi- 
tations came so often and so fast 
they could not be accepted. At 
Lincoln’s Inn in London he put the 
human, humorous touch into a 
great convention of international 
lawvers. 

“He became a man who was 
consulted, not only because he 
was a lawyer, but because he saw 
things clearly. and could descrike 
them understandingly. 

“But in this home of refine- 
ment and culture the things that 
make for material success and 
bring public applause have small 
place. The bigger things that tie 
and bind, that hold together, are 
devotion to family and loyalty to 
friends. These Gene Angert had 
in a superlative degree. We are 
all better men and women because. 
we knew him; we are better citi- 
Zens. 

“He has left us, but his mem- 
ory will come to us frequently, and 
when the sadness of the parting 
has gone it will be a message of

GUMMISSION ROW 
FIRE DAMAGES 
THREE BUILDINGS 


Loss Estimated at $30,000 
Mostly to A. P. Meyer 
Co. in Whose Basement 
Blaze Started. 


Hundreds of persons crowded in- 
to “Commission Row” last night 
while firemen of 18 companies 
fought a blaze in the four-story 
building of the A. P. Meyer Com- 
mission Co., at 818 North Third 
street. The Meyer stock was de- 
stroyed and the building badly 
damaged, while four neighboring 
commission companies’ suffered 
damage by smoke and water. The 
total loss was estimated at $30,000, 
mostly to the Meyer building. 

The fire was discovered shortly 
after 6 o’clock by Harry Dickson, 
a merchant in the block, who had 
remained late ‘in his office. He 
observed smoke pouring from an 
upper window of the Meyer build- 
ing, and when (firemen arrived 
flames were leaping through the 
roof of the structure. The blaze 
Was under control within an hour. 

An examination by Fire Chief 
Alt indicated that the fire started 
in the rear basement of the Meyer 
building, from some undetermined 
cause and had moved up the ele- 
vator shaft to the fourth floor 


‘where it spread rapidly 


Water was poured on the build- 
ing from 60-foot towers set up in 
the front and rear of the building 
while other streams of water were 
played on adjoining buildings. As 
darkness fell, large floodlights 
were turned on.the building. 

The Meyer company's stock, it 
was said, consisted of crated eggs 
and several hundred crates of live 
chickens, which were destroyed. 
Abraham P. Meyer is president of 
the company. The _ building is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Mon- 
tague of Los Angeles, Cal., former- 
ly of St. Louis. 

Other firms damaged are the 
Hosto Commission Co., at No. 816; 
the Niemeyer & Buchmueller Com- 
mission Co., No. 814; the Heimos 
Fruit & Produce Exchange Co., No. 
810; the St. Louis Butter, Egg & 
Produce Exchange, No. 810A, and 
the Scheitlin & Hofmann Fruit & 
Produce Co., No. 820. 

Three four-story buildings were 
involved, the Meyer building in the 
center being L-shaped and extend- 
ing southward in the rear to No. 
810. All were empty when the 
fire broke out, ermmployes having 
finished their work for the day.

HIGH WIND REPORTED 
AT 1000 FEET ALOFT 


H.E. Honeywell in St.Louis 
Craft Gains Altitude Bet- 
ter Than Aeronauts Who 
Precede Him at Takeoff. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Pa; May 4.-- 
Under overcast skies, and with a 
atiff wind blowing, the 12 entries 
in the National elimination balloon 
race took off from Pitt Stadium 
here beginning at 6 p. m., Eastern 
daylight time, today. The first bag 
aloft, 
Corporation entry, carried W. A. 
Klikoff, Detroit, as pilot and Thor- 
vald Larsen, Dearborn, Mich., as 
aid. Rain was falling as the bag 
went aloft. 

For the first time in the history 


of American balloon racing, the 
bags went up from an inclosed sta- 
dium. Several of the pilots failed 
to gain altitude quickly and were 
forced to drop ballast before they 
had proceeded far. A majority of 
the racers make good altitude 
within a few minutes. After study- 
ing those who preceded him aloft, 
H. E. Honeywell, pilot of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce en- 
try, discarded many ballast bags 
and he shot higher than any of 
the others. 

The balloons were not released 
from the floor of the stadium. They 
were held bv ropes until they 
breasted the high stadium wall 
and were then turned loose. No. 
1 did not get much altitude, but 
the second bag off, Army No. 3, 
with Lieut. L. A. Lawson, Wright 
Field, Dayton, as pilot and Lieut. 
Edgar Fogelsonger, Scott Field, 
Ill., aid, shot high into the air a 
minute after being released by the 
ground crew, 

Seven Bags Are Sighted. 

Seven bags, none of which was 
identified, passed over Apollo, Pa., 
ai 8 o'clock tonight. Apolio jis 25 
miles northeast of Pittsburg. The 


balloons were reported flying 
about 400 feet in the air. 
At an earlier hour, 17 miles 


northeast of Pittsburg, near New 
Kensington, Navy No. 2 was re- 
ported to have come close to the 
earth. A resident of the vicinity 
phoned balloon headquarters that 
as the craft swept past him he 
talked with Lieut. Jack C. Rich- 
erdson, pilot. Richardson was 
quoted as saying he was flying low 
in an effort to keep fn a northerly 
wind current. 

A report from Indiana, Pa., 45 
miles northeast of Pittsburg, said 
a balloon was sighted there at 
about 8 o’clock. The airmen were 
dumping ballast, apparently get- 
ting ready to take a high altitude 
over the Allegheny Mountains. The 
bag was not identified. 

The drift of the wind was north- 
northeast, indicating that the rac- 
ing bags would go in the direction 
of New England, or over New York 
State to Canada. High winds of 
from 33 to 60 miles an hour at 
high elevations were § reported 
from various points along the pos- 
sible course of flight. 

Start Delayed an Hour. 

The start of the race was post- 
poned for one hour because of ad- 
verse weather, Race officers 
scanned the skies carefully, for 
they recalled the disaster of last 
year's race when the bags ran into 
an electric storm, forcing most of 
the racers down and killing two 
balloonists. A few hours before 
the take-off, memurial services 
were held for Lieut. Paul Evert and 
Walter W. Mortman, who lost their 
lives in the 1928 race.

WINS SUIT TO ENJOIN 
HIS OUSTER FROM FIRM 


Midland Paper Co. Secretary's 
Agreement to Sell Stock 
Held Void. 


Officers of the Midland Paper 
Co.. 524 South Main street, have 
been permanently enjoined by Cir- 
eult Judge Landwehr from remov- 
ing Carl Stockstrom, 4111 Floca 
place, as its secretary and treas- 
vurer. The Court also held void an 
arreement signed by Stockstrom 
and other officers providing that 
in event any of them should either 
resign or be remeved from office 
the stock of such person was to 
be sold at its book value to those 
remaining. 

Testimony in suit for injunction 
filed by Stockstrom showed that 
he owned 75 per cent of the stock 
of the corporation, which does a 
paper jobbing business, and that 
other officers were indebted to 
him for money he advanced s0 
that they could buy stock. He also 
is a creditor of the company. 

Last January notice was served 
on him that the board of directors 
would on Jan. 25 oust him from 
office and also take steps to en- 
force the agreement. Stockstrom 
explained that he signed the agree- 
ment merely for the purpose cf 
keeping peace in the company but 
he later contendea it was void. The 
document was executed in Octo- 
ber, 1925, about the time the busi- 
ness was Incorporated. When the 
suit was filed a tempvrary restrain- 
ing order was granted which pre- 
vented the taking of any action 
affecting Stockstrom before the 
case could be heard. 

The injunction order is against 
Edward Sebastian, president; C. 
Sidney Weaver, vice president; IE. 
A. Sebastian Jr. and Robert Todd, 
who, with the plaintiff, compose 
the board of directors. Todd, how- 
ever, took the side of sStockstrm, 
who its his brother-in-law. 

Stockstrom charged that a ma- 
jority, of the board brought about 
a condition which was embarras- 
sing to him, although he had an 
investment of $65,000 in the busi- 
ness and stood liable on the corn- 
pany’s notes for $29,000 borrowed. 
He said his partners cifered him 
65 cents on the dollar for his hold- 
ings, which, they said, was its book 
value, but he refused. tle asserted 
the stock was worth its fu!) par 
value, $100 a share. 

According to the dcfensa Stock- 
strom made a statement that he 
regarded the business as his “play- 
thing’ and he employed persons 
who were not experiencel. it was 
brought out that I. A. Sebastian 
has been earning $19.00U0 a vear 
from the business while Stock- 
strom’s salary was oniv $3690 a 
year. Weaver received 44000 a 
year. 

Under Judge Landwenhr's order 
Stockstrom is now in vomplcte con- 
trol but the individual deferdants 


/as well as the company have filed 


motions for a new trial Stock- 
strom’s counsel yesterday asked 
that the motion filed in behalf of 
the company be struck out, alleg- 
ing the persons who caused it to he 
filed are not now authorized to 
act for the corporation.

WASHINGTON, May 4. 
N gravel and goldfish; shingles, shoes 
Q= Swedish bread; bricks, bananas and 
Bibles; copra, clams, cod liver oil and 
cement—on these commodities and almost 
any other you can call to mind, American 
producers and manufacturers have petitioned 
Congress for a protective tariff. 

So far as the parade of witnesses before 
the House Ways and Means Committee was 
concerned, the injunction of President Hoover 
that tariff revision be ‘‘limitéd’’ might just 
as well not have been uttered. They came 
by hundreds. The testimony makes a print- 
ed record of nearly 10,000 large pages. 
Glo@my is the picture of these United States; 
dire are the fotecasts of disaster to the Amer- 
ican workingman if the tariff wall is not 
made higher and stronger. 

On the face of the record, it appears that 
virtually every industry in the country is 
tottering on the verge of ruin. 

For a few samples of the-testimony, tet 
us dip into the volume devoted to Schedule 
15—the present free list. This volume alone 
contains more than 1700 pages. If all the 
requests for protection here set> olltt were 
granted, it would be possible to write the 
free list on a postage stamp, and in some 
cases a practical embargo upon imports would 
be created. 


Goldfish Business Fearful 


of Japanese Competition. 


E. C. Shireman of Martinsville, Ind., ap- 
peared before the committee on behalf of the 
goldfish industry. Some of the committee 
laughed when he said he was in the goldfish 
business, but the mission on which he came 
was no laughing matter to Mr. Shireman. 
He testified that more than $1,000,000 was 
invested in goldfish production, and that this 
investmént was in grave danger of being 
wiped out by competition from Japan. The 
prices of labor and of food for the goldfish 
were so much cheaper in Japan, he said, that 
American producers were unable to compete. 

They were unable to compete, said the 
witness, and yet, in a burst of pride, he told 
the committee that in the last 20 years “we 
have developed this business until today I! 
think I can safely say that the goldfish busi- 
ness is a recognized business in this country; 
we have developed a market to the point 
where goldfish are a standard and recognized 
Gepertment in thousands of the very best 
stores.’ 

Shireman asked for a duty of not less than 
33 1-3 per cent ad valorem. 

Publishers of Bibles informed the commit- 
tee that they needed a 25 per cent duty, It 
appeared that prior to.the Underwood (Dem- 
ocratic) tariff act, Bibles carried this duty, 
but they were then transferred to the free 
list. 

“We wrote to President Wilson about it,” 
naively explained some of the publishers in 
a brief, “and we wrote to Senator Boies Pen- 
rose. Senator Penrose promised to act when 
the matter came up before the committee, 
but he died before that day arrived.’ 

So the publishers are now trying to re- 
pair the omission that Senator Penrose no 
doubt would have repaired for them if he 
had lived. 


American Bible Business 
Cites Its Ancient Lineage. 


“Is there no sentiment about the produc- 
tion of American-made Bibles, begun during 
the days of the American Revolution?” asked 
the publishers. -“‘Should that industry be 
throttled?” ‘ 

A representative of the industry told the 
committee that the American producers were 
at a serious disadvantage because of iower 
labor costs in Great Britain. The result was 
that in 1927, 1,500,000 Bibles were import- 
ed. He asked for a tariff “in the Interest 
of the Americam® workman and the American 
publisher.” 

“IT notice.” said Representative Henry T. 
Rainey (Dem.) of Illinois, “that the number 
of pounds of Bibles imported has been de- 
creasing until it is only about one-half as 
much as it was in 1926. That is all.” 

The witness was pressed to tell how much 
the price of Bibles would be increased under 
the proposed tariff rate. He was not pre- 
pared to say. Many factors entered into the 
pricing of Bibles. One was the competition 
among American manufacturers, and another 
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Scramble for Tariff Protection 
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PRESIDEN T HOOVER, in his message 

to the special session of the Seventy- 
first Congress, in discussing the tariff 
question, offered the following sugges- 
tions: 

No digcrimination against any foreign 
industry is involved in equalizing the dif- 
ference in costs cf production at home and 
abroad—and thus taking from foreign pro- 
ducers the advantages they derive from 
paying lower wages to labor. 


We must not fail to take into account 
the broad interests of the country as a 
whole, and such interests include our 
trade relations with other countries. It 
is obviously unwise protection which sac- 
rifices a greater amount of employment 
from imports. 


We also need important revision in

“If you do not get a higher price for it,” 
asked Representative Charles R. Crisp 
(Dem.) of Georgia, ‘how would the duty 
help the American laborer?” 

“By keeping out imported Bibles,” replied 
the witness, ‘‘and allowing us to make addi- 
tional Bibles that are now imported.” 

“You are nof prepared to say whether the 
price of Bibles would be increased?’’- 

“TI am prepared to say that it would not 
be increased by the whole amount of the 
duty.” ‘ 

Further arguments for a Bible duty were 
given in a publisher’s brief: ‘‘The Bible busi- 
ness is a restricted business, All the world 
is not our oyster by any means, We have 
to sell where and when we may. The same 
customers are not the same all of the time. 
The boot trade has constant, recurring, re- 
peating customers. We all wear shoes. A 
man, when he buys a Bible, doesn’t buy one 
every year. ... We make a plea for relief.” 


Wants Tariff on Bananas 


to Popularize Other Fruit. 


The appeal for a tariff on bananas was 
equally ardent, though the argument rested 
on entirely different grounds. The domestic 
production of Bibles is very large, but of 
bananas it is negligible. Why, then, a duty 
on bananas? A witness representing the Na- 
tional Horticultural Council, which speaks 
for a long list of fruit growers’ organiza- 
tions, undertook to explain. 

“Bananas,” he said, “compete with all 
American food products, but they compete 
particularly with American fruits. Our to- 
tal consumption of American fruits has re- 
mained about the same for the last 20 or 3V 
years. Some of our fruits have decreased in 
consumption. Only oranges have shown any 
material increases. It thus appears that the 
banana trade has been built up largely at 
the expense of American fruits. 

“There is no justification for the conten- 
tion that bananas are a poor man’s food. 
Calorie value, which is the pasis of com- 
parison most commonly used, can be pur- 
chased more cheaply in a large number of 
American products.” 

“Your theory,” interposed Representative 
lainey, “is that if we put the tariff high 
enough on bananas, when people think of 
eating bananas they will reach for an ap- 
ple. Is that right?’ 

“Yes,” replied the witness. “I think there 
is no doubt that a slightly increased price of 
bananas will encourage many people to use 
more American fruifs.” 

In order to increase the price, he asked 
that bananas be taken off the free list and 
made subject to a tariff of 1 1-2 cents a 
pound of gross weight. 


Costlier Cream Separators 
Urged to Help the Farmer. 


We turn the pages of the record and come 
to cream separators. How can_ that be? 


Cream separators are a necessary part of the’! 


farmer's equipment, and this was to be a 
tariff bill primarily in the interest of the 
farmer. The record explains. Not only the 
farmer, it appears, but also the association 
of Ameritan Manufacturers of Centrifigal 
Separators is in need of relief. 

Hand separators of less than $50 valua- 
tion are now on the free list. The spokes- 
man of the industry asked that a duty of 
45 per cent ‘“‘at the very minimum” be 
placed on all kinds of separators. The idea, 
he said, was not to increase the price 
to the farmer but to drive off the mar- 
ket the cheap machines “that are coming 
to be a real source of competition.” It was 
much more economical for’ the farmer, be 
asserted, to use the well-made, American ma- 
chines than the cheap foreign product. With 
a 45 per cent duty, he thought that the 
American manufacturers would barely be 
able to meet their foreign competition. 

Typewriters and their parts are on the 


free list, and the Treasury Department has 
held that typewriter spools and ribbons come 
within the category of parts and must be ad- 
mitted without duty. Makers of spools and 
ribbons, pointing out that their business is 
entirely separate from the manufacture of 
typewriters, toid the committee they were in 
need of protection against a large volume of 
imports from Germany and other countries. 
Former Congressman Cleveland A. Newton 
of St. Louis, representing the National Bis- 
cuit Co. and others, appeared before the 
committee to protest against the free admis- 
sion of “‘Swedish bread.”” This bread, he 


said, was not bread in the usual sense of 


that word, but ought to come within the 
class of biscuits, wafers, cakes and the like, 
which carry a duty of 30 per cent ad va- 
lorem, 

In order that the National Biscuit Co. of 
New York, the Ralston Purina Co. of St. 
Louis and other American baking concerns 
might be protected against the Swedish prod- 
uet, Newton asked the committee’ to exempt 
from duty’ only that kind of bread which 
‘contains yeast in such quantity as to create 
a light, raised loaf, such as is known as 
bread in the United States.” 

Representative John Garner (Dem.) of 
Texas had this comment to make on the pro- 
posal: “‘In 1925 there was a billion dollars 
worth of bread produced in the United States 
and there was imported less than . $300,000 
worth. It would seem to me that that is 
mighty jlittle for the farmer to complain 
about.’ : 


Prosperous Cod Liver Oil 
Firms Want 45 Pct. Levy. 


The producers of cod liver oil declared 
that they needed a duty of 45 per cent ad 
valorem. ‘“‘Do you know,” said Representa- 
tive Rainey, addressing the spokesman of the 
industry, “how much your sales were in 
1925 and 1927?” 

“tl eould not answer that question,” 
plied the witness. ‘ 

‘I will tell you,” said Rainey. “Your sales 
amounted to $4,940,000 in 1925, and by 1927 
they had increased to $6,211,592. Do you 
know how much you have increased your 
surplus during that period?” 

“IT am not able to answer exactly,” 
the witness. 

“Four hundred per cent,” said Rainey. 
“Do you know how much you have increased 
your earned surplus?” 

“No, sir.” 

“From $299,000 to $652,000,” said Rainey. 
“Do you know what your total surplus is 
now?” 

“It is around $900,000 now,” replied the 
witness. 

“Are you aware,” continued Rainey, “that 
you retired your entire bonded indebtedness 
on June 1, 1928, although it was not due un- 
til 1936?” 

“By an exchange of stock for the bonds,” 
explained the witness. 

“Phat.” said Rainey, “is all I want to ask.” 

The Portland cement industry, represented 
before the committee by G. S. Brown of Eas- 
ton, Pa., asked for a duty of 22 cents per 
100 pounds. Cement has been on the free 
list since 1914. Brown told the committee 
that protection was needed — shipments 
from Belgium. 

“Do you believe in the prohibitory or em- 
bargo theory?” asked Representative Garner. 

“I believe in a tariff which is sufficiently 
high to enable the American industry to sell 
its goods at a reasonable profit, but not a 
profiteering price,” replied the witness. 

“You would advocate an economic theory 
under which there would be no importations 
whatever, if the inddstry could produce that 
article in this country?”

It is a black outlook for the press, 
the people and the country. Papers 
cannot be published without paper. When 
the Power Company dominates the field 
of néwsprint manufacture it will fix the 
selling rates of paper. ~ Those news 
sheets which are in the ring with the 
Power-Papér-and-Press combine will 
live and flourish and proclaim the vir- 
tues of the Power Monopoly: while those 
that are out in the cold will be charged 
such prices for newsprint material that 
they will perish. 

Huge monopoly trusts used to be 
feared. But until now there never was 
a monopoly with a fraction of the men- 
ace to the nation that this Internation- 
al Paper, Power and Press Company 
wields. The deadly new factor is that 
former trusts aimed only at monopoly 
of American wealth, while this Power 
Trust reaches out to monopolize the 
American mind also. It takes over the 
people’s organs of public opinion. All 
“public opinion” will soon be merely 
Power Company opinion, manufactured 
fim its shops by editorial stenographers. 

The press is the public school of 
adults. A newspaper is essentially a 
public function. Having taken over the 
public school of the grown, the one re- 
maining act of the power monopoly in 
order to mold the American mind, and 
then smooth!y to absorb wealth as fast 
as the people produce it, is to purchase 
the American public schools. so that 
prior to the newspaper-reading age it 
ean teach American children to revere 
the Paper and Power Company- as the 
people's fatherly guardian and the trus- 
tee of their wealth.

POLITICS AND BUSINESS. - 
The folly of making government and business the 
same thing has been recognized since the time of 
Plato. He said: “Where men are out of their 
natural places, where the business man subordi- 
nates the statesman, or the soldier usurps the con- 
dition of the King—there the co-ordination of the 
parts is destroyed, and society disintegrates.” 
Epitomizing the political philosophy of Pilato, 
Will Durant says that as society evolves and “the 
wealth of the merchant overreaches that of the land 
owner, aristocracy gives way toa plutocratic oligarchy 
—wealthy traders and bankers rule the State. Then 
statesmanship, which is the co-ordination of social 
forces and the adjustment of policy to growth, is 
‘replaced by politics, which is the strategy of party 
| and lust for the spoils of office. So perishes every 
tore of government by excess of its basic princi- 
ples. Aristocracy ruins itself by limiting too nar- 
rowly the circle within which power is confined; 
oligarchy ruins itself by the incautious scramble 


for immediate wealth; democracy ruins itself be- 


cause people are not equipped by education to Sse- 
lect the best rulers and the wisest courses.” 

Donald R. Richberg of Chicago, one of the coun- 
try’s leading experts in the field of economics, is the 
latest American to rethind us of Plato’s warning. Mr. 
Richberg says political parties in the United States 
are dead. We have only the Republican-Democratic 
combine for purely business purposes. The political 
and intellectual values once distinguishing the 
American experiment no longer count for anything 
as against the fortunes of business. He wonders if 
we are going to continue upon this course until we 
reach the political ideal of fascism or communism, 
which do not tolerate opposition. Those Democrats 
who have resisted the theory that tradesmen should 
run the government have paid dearly for their in- 
sistence upon that political ideal. They are now the 
accepted symbols of calamity. They do not deserve 
this, but it is the penalty they are paying for refus- 
ing to be more time-serving than philosophical. 

In our opinion—and this is also the opinion of 
eminent philosophers who considered the plight of 
American politics-for the Fiftieth Anniversary Num- 
ber of the Post-Dispatch—the phenomenon which so 
dismays Mr. Richberg is nothing worse than a chap- 
ter in American history. It began with Mr. McKinley; 
reached its height under Mr. Coolidge, and is prob- 
ably even now in its decline. It is quite true that 
Mr. Hoover is in the White House as the symbol 
of prosperity, but it is not true that he is taking 
himself very seriously as such. He is more inter- 
ested in making the Government efficient than in 
making it meet the expectations of those who ele- 
vated him to the presidercy. His pronouncement 
on the tariff and his farm relief plan, whether prac- 
ticable or not, are all on the side of positive govern- 
ment along political ines, something the country has 
not known since Mr. Wilson’s time. Mr. Coolidge 
represented the purely business theory of government. 
Except when our money lenders and business men 
needed the marines, his policy was wWegative. Con- 
structive policies for the benefit of the whole people 
had no place in his philosophy. 

The tradesman whom Plato feared gave us the oil 
scandals. He gave us the Ohio gang, and the Harding 
administration. He gave us the Insull-made United 
States Senator-reject from Illinois. He destroyed the 
usefulness of the Tariff Commission and made 
it an instrument of privilege. “The business of 
the country is business,” said Mr. Coolidge at the 
height of that era, where the founders of the 
Government had said that the business of the Gor- 
ernment was the well-being of the people. “The 
French political ideal,” says Andre Siegfried, “is 
to make the individual free; the American ideal 
is to make him rich.” Thus, to paraphrase Patrick 
Henry, “Give me riches or give me death!” 

It has taken a long time for the significance of 
all this to sink into the public consciousness, but 
even the dullest mind at last perceives that to make 
business and politics the same thing is to drag 
government down to the level of trading. If the 
country does not conceive that to be folly then it 
will be as Plato said: “Ruin comes when the trader 
becomes ruler.”

By the joining 
of the National City Bank of New York with the 
Farmers Loan and Trust Co. and the merger of the 
Bank of Commerce with the Guaranty Trust Co. the 
United States now has two banks in the $2,900,000,000 
class. If the rumored combination of the National 
City Bank with the Equitable Trust Co. and the Sea- 
board National Bank comes true, the United States 
will have the largest bank in the world, a distinction 
now held by the Midland Bank of Lendon. 

There are various reasuns for these mergers. In 
the case of the National City Bank and the Farmers 
Loan and Trust Co. the motivating idea was to obtain 
a rounded organization. The National City Bank 
has engaged mainfy in purchasing securities from is- 
suing institutions and disposing of them to clients. 
while the Farmers Loan and Trust Co.'s principal 
function has been the investment of huge sums of 
money as the custodian of great estates. These two 
activities dovetail and explain the merger. Another 
reason for the consolidations is to enable banks te 
keep step_with merged industries. Since the law 
limits to 10 per cent of its capital the sum any benk

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THE REPARATIONS COMPROMISE. 

It remains to be seen if Mr. Owen D. Young's pro- 
posal in behalf of the American experts to reduce 
the reparations claim against Germany from some 
F$10,000,000,000 to about $6,000,000,000 will be accept- 
able to the French and Belgians. 

Mr. Young thinks he can induce the French and 
the Belgians to accept such a reduction, and the 
world can only hope that he will be able to do so. 
Almost nobody outside of the French and Belgians 
believes it either possible or politic to insist upon 
an unreasonable claim against the Germans, and it 
is Jikely that if they persist in one they will be 
deserted by their allies. It is, of course, true that 
both those countries were terribly damaged by the 
War, and it was the Germans who did the damage; 
but that the Germans were any more responsible 
for the war than were some of the other Powers is 
denied by historians. There is, too, the considera- 
tion that Germany was herself impoverished by the 
war. She has had to borrow almost every dollar of 
reparations she has paid, and for ber to resume her 
place in the international economy is always going 
to be difficult as long as ashe is under this terrible 
war debt. The allies, of ceurse, hope to collect from 
Germany money with which to pay their war debts 
to the United States. Despite insistence by our own 
Government that the two things are entirely separ- 
ate, they are in fact inseparable. 

The American experts who are attending the rep- 
arations conference in Paris have sought to give this 
matter the benefit of the cooling interval since the 
war. They have apparently persuaded Germany to 
agree upon a reparations program spread over 58 
years and totaling at length about $6.000,000,000. 
Their difficulty, now is to get that compromise ac- 
cepted. The allies will naturally feel that since this 
proposal comes from the United States, our country 
should grant them a corresponding cut in their war 
debts. Perhaps this is what we will have to do. 
Both the reparations and the war debts have be- 
come obstacles to international amity and trade, 
and as the war recedes they every day assume a 
more political and therefore more impolitic aspect. 

It is at any rate encouraging to know that what 
seemed but a few days ago a hopeless matter now 
promises a solution. If Mr. Young’s proposal can 
be agreed upon by the French and the Belgians the 
world will owe the Americans who have participated 
in this preliminary conference a not inconsiderable 
debt of gratitude. Happily, that is an obligation of 
a much mellower sort.

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HELL BREAKS OUT IN ANOTHER QUARTER. 
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Our Growing Knowledge of Man 


While speculation as to the origin of man has always engaged the human mind, the 
scientific approach to the problem did not begin until the latter part of the 18th 
century; since then the theory of evolution has been worked out to the point 
that it now commands general acceptance; ‘meanwhile, science continues its 
effort to solve the many by-problems of human evolution. 
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Ales Hrdlicka in The Outhook. 


N ENDEAVOR to account for man's 
A Jrigin has been universal. Study of the 

myths and beliefs of different peoples 
shows that there was no tribe. no ethnic 
group. no religious unit, that did not have 
some theory, however crude, as to how man 
came into existence. And before science 
came in, once an idea became set in any 
group, it constituted a dogma which «f- 
fectively stopped or greatly retarded fur- 
trer thought in that direction. Religious 
dogmas, being directly associated with the 
deities (revelations), became particularly 
powerful. Had it not been for the Biblical 
account, especially, current thoughts about 
man’s origin and his knowledge of himself 
as well as that of the rest of the living 
nature, would have developed much earler. 
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An analysis of the conceptions reached 
On the subject before the advant of the sci- 
entific period, shows that the numerous 
forms group themselves into three main 
classes. They are: (1) wholly thaumaturgic, 
or (2) partly supernatural and partly nat- 
ural, or (3) essentially natural. 

The. first class of theories regard man’s 
origin as due to purely supernatural 
agencies and means, without speculating as 
to the details. Many of the anthropogenesis 
of primitive tribes of today, together with 
those of some of the earlier Greeks, earlier 
Romans, and one of the versions of the 
Genesis, are or were of this nature. 

The second class of views is subdivisibie 
into two series. In the first, common to the 
Egyptians, all the Semitic peoples of Asia 
Minor, some of the Greeks (the Hephaes- 
tus myths) and to the second version of rhe 
Genesis, man's body is made of earthly ma- 
terials (clay, bone. blood, etc.). with the 
life and soul added supernaturahly. In the 
second subclass of these beliefs, common 
to some of the American Indians and others, 
man originates supernaturaliy from sub- 
terranean or recently emerged mythical 
birds or other animal forms. 

The third, naturalistic. or scientific cate- 
gory of theories may again be separated 
into two subclagses, The first, held by some 
of the early Greek and other philosophers. 
such as Aristotle, and and surviving large- 
ly to this day, teach a natural, evolution- 
“ry origin of the body, but believe in a dis- 
tinct and higher origin of the “soul:” while 
the others claim an evolutionary origin of 
all man’s attributes, physical and intellec- 
tuulL The great difficulty in both these lines 
ig the lack of a definition of the concent 
ef “soul.” Man has never known clearty and 
does not know yet just what its his “soul.” 

« * - 

From the earliest time this third-class of 
views as to man’s origin differed widely 
from both preceding ones in being based 
on actua] observation. In the beginnings, in 
the time of Anaximander and his followers. 
th observations were limited. imperfect 
and empirical; but men were gradually 
recognizing the close analogies between man 
anc the rest of the organisms which sur- 
rounded him in the world. 

True scientifie observations by learned 
men, however, and deductions on the prob- 
lem of human origin began during the lat- 
ter part~of the Eighteenth Century. wad 


hence long before Charies Darwin. 

Buffon, Erasmus Darwin, Goethe, Trevir- 
anus, Gall, Geoffroy St. Hilaire, and a good 
number of ‘others, headed eventually by 
l.amarck, and later Wallace, precede 
Charles Darwin; but it is the latter who, 
in 1871, in his “Descent of Man,” gives 
ine first comprehensive treatise on the suv- 
ject. 

Buffon, Erasmus Darwin (grandfather of 
Charles) and above all Lamarck, explained 
evolution by a gradual inheritance of “ac- 
quired characters” or structural adaptations, 
brought forth by environmental conditions. 
For Charles Darwin and his close followers, 
the essentia| factor in evolution, human or 
animal, was “natural sclection” or, as Her- 
bert Spencer termed it, the “survival of the 
fitteat.”” working with the normal variation 
of every organism and of every part. Or- 
ganisms vary; they also increase in num- 
bers: the numerical! increase leads to com- 
petition and struggle for existence; and in 
this struggle the most “fit” and best adapt- 
ed to their environment survive and ad- 
vance the group in their direction. 

Since Lamarck and Darwin, the theory of 
human origin by evolution hag been gener- 
ally accepted by scientific men and cen- 
riched by a whole realm of observatioos 
ane proofs, until what had originally been a 
theory has become one of the best docy- 
mented pages of human knowledge. 

At present, the essentials of man's origin 
through evolution are established facts. Still 
uncertain are many of the detaiis of the 
highly complex process involved, the exact 
gources from which man developed and :he 
causes and ways of his differentiation; put 
these do not affect the soundness of the 
main conclusion. 
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Meanwhile science is endeavoring to 
solve more definitely the many still more 
or less obscure by-problems of human evo- 
lution. The efforts are partly a patient in- 
tensive search for additional material evi- 
dence, partly speculation. It is the latter 
tha. is responsible for the various theories 
as. to man’s precise ancestry, the exact time 
of man's appearance, the true cradie-land 
of humanity and the actual modes of hu- 
man evolution: theories that, because of 
their variance, are by many m en for 
uncertainties of the main subject. It is such 
differences that may be seen in the recent 
writings of Osborn, Gregory. Clark and 
others. They depend on the basis and angie 
from which the still imperfectly explored 
tield is contemplated and on other individ- 
val conditions. Similar human gropings aft- 
er truth, before it has been fully revealed 
in material facts, are commen ito wil 
branches of science. They are the useful 
“working hypotheses” of science, lasting 
until they are shown to be erroneous, or 
until replaced by better conceptions. Thy 
help toward the eventual reaching and 
crystallization of human knowledge. 

Already. however, the cultured man and 
woman are becoming icas curious about 
their remote ancestors. less concerned about 
the past, and are directing their attention 
to the next prebiems, which are man's fur- 
ther differentiation in the present. with 
the promises an4 indications for the future.

who was run over. 

“But you could get a very good 
farce out of the complications that 
might follow if a man supposed te 
be dead were actually alive. The 
mistake, however, would not be 
the farce, but .only the Peg on 
which the farce was hung. If you 
go in for the drama that is found- 
ed on mistakes, you may get as 
high as Othello (which has a farce 
plot; for it all hangs on a mistake 
about a handkerchief; indeed that 
is why it is fundamentally an un- 
Satisfying play); but you must ex- 
ercise considerable invention and 
ingenuity in following up the mis- 
take; there is, I repeat, nothing in 
the mistake itself. 


Source of Best Drama. 

“The best drama does not deal 
either with accidents or mistakes, 
it takes life out of the utterly un- 
intelligible chaos of unrelated hap- 
penings that you see in the street 
and rearrange it in its logical and 
therefore intelligible order. How- 
ever, I have written about this at 
great length ard cannot go over 
it all again in a letter, 

“T nave written this letter in 
scraps at old moments and forget 
whether I have said what I wanted 
to say. I must gtop now, whether 
or no, I am not sufe of your ad- 
dress. Never write a letter with- 
out putting your address, the date 
and some indication of the person 
you are writing to. Otherwise you 
will die unwept, unhonored ' and 
unsung. Ever.

which was true as far as it went. 

I can conceive a situation in 
which a President might be war- 
ranted in exercising the iafluence 
of his ofifce in selecting his suc- 
cessor. That condition did not ex- 
ist in the last primary. The party 
had plenty of material, which was 
available, and the candidate really 
should be the choice of the people 
themselves. This is especially so 
now that so many of the States 
have laws for the direct expres- 
sion of the choice of the voters. 

A President in office can do 
very much about the nomination 
of his suecessor, because of his 
influence with the convention, but 
the feeling that he had forced a 
choice would place the nominee 
under a heavy handicap. 

When the convention assembles 
it is almost certain that it will look 
about to see what candidate has 
made the largest popular showing, 
and unless some peculiar disquali- 
fication dev.lops, it will nominate 
him. . That was what happened in 


the last convention, although no 
one had a majority when the con- 
vention assembled. 

Opposition to Hoover. 

A strong group of the party in 
and outside of the Senate made 
the mistake of undertaking to op- 
pose Mr. Hoover with a large num- 
ber of local candidates, which final- 
ly resulted in their not developing 
enough strength for any particular 
candidate to make a showing suf- 
ficfent to impress the convention. 


Although I did not intimate in 
any way that I would not accept 
the nomination, when 1 sent word 
to the heads of certain unpledged 
delegations not to vote for me, they 
naturally turned to.

This does not 
cause me to give up my social work 
in despair: on the contrary, I take 
the view that the worse a job is 
the more reason for trying to make 
the best of it. But my creative ev- 
olution means in practice that man 
can change himself to meet every 
vital need, and that however long 
the trials and frequent dhe failures 
may be, we can put up a soul as 
an athlete puts up a muscle. 

“Thus to then who are them- 
selves cynical, I am a_ pessimist; 
but to genuinely religious men I 
am an optimist, and even a fan- 
tastic and extravagant one. iI 
have often said that a writer of 
fiction is either @ religious force or 
a mere liar: and I certainly do not 
consider myself a mere liar.” 

In short, the common chatter 
about Shaw the cynic and paradox- 
monger means simply that the 
chatterers are out of their depth, 
as indeed anyone can guess from 
the style of their remarks.

Durant Sales Head, on Tour 
of Inspection, Visits Local 
' Factory Branch. 


Business generally is on a firm 
basis throughout the Mississippi 
Valley, according to R. T. Hodg- 
kins, general sales manager of the 
Durant Motor Co., a visitor in St. 
Louis Tuesday during a periodical 
inspection trip. 

“There is no apparent depres- 
sion,” Hodgkins told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “St| Louis dealers 
who handle Durants are particu- 
larly pleased with their sales, 
which might be called a barometer 
of business. Not since 1921, when 
agriculture was at a post-war low 
ebb, has there been such a trend 
tow ard prosperity.

“The four-speed transmission 
represents the biggest advance in 
the automotive industry in 10 
years,” Hodgkins continued. “It 
means cutting down engine revo- 
lutions per minute 20 per cent, in- 
creasing the speed in proportion, 
and decreases wear on the motor 
40 per cent. 

The sales executive visited many 
cities in the Middle West during 
his trip, calling on dealers whom 
he regards as “partners” of the 
automobile company. 

“I can’t get their yiews and ob- 
tain information as to local con- 
ditions from my office in Detroit,” 
he added. “The total of capital 
invested in dealers’ plants is much 
larger than the capital invested in 
the factories.”

Michigan's Largest 
Fish Hatchery Gift 
Of Tire Company 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., May 4. 
—A lake formed by erection of a 
dam in 1920 by the Corduroy Tire 
Co. has become one of the best fish 
hatcheries in Western Michigan 
and is a valuable aid to the Mich- 
igan Department of Conservation. 
Millions of fingerling bass have 
been taken out to stock other 
bddies of water and streams in the 
State. 

Damming of Coldbrook Creek to 
provide a permanent water supply 
for the tire company’s plant was 
a major consideration in selecting 
the plant site. In the manufacture 
of tires, water is drawn into the 
factory for cooling purposes, then 
returned to the lake at a much 
higher temperature. 

The lake water was found to be 
ideal for propagation of bass and 
as an initial experiment 38 pairs of 
the large mouth variety were 
placed in it. Two years later the 
State removed 20,000 fingerlings 
for stocking purposes elsewhere. 
The tiny fish were found to be 
larger and healthier than those 
found in any other hatchery. 

Warm temperature of the lake 
has been found to be conducive 
to plant life and nature produces 
large quanities of food below the 
surface, on which the fish thrive.

“Liliom” may be described as a 
biography with a super-punch. It 
produces sensational dramatic ef- 
fecta without resorting to the usual 
vehicles of emotionwuism, sensa- 
tionalism, Or mock sentimental- 
ism.

The play deals with the inarti- 
culate love of Lilfom for a servant 
girl, Julie, and his refusal to ad- 
mit his real tenderness for her 
because of the hardened exterior 
which he has built up around him- 
self. 

Julie, played by M’ss Mary Jane 
toach. who has heretofore identi- 
fied herself in amateur dramatics 
in Thyrsus productions, is the 
sweetheart of Liliom, who gives 
all and asks nothing. Patience. 
however. isn ot a sign of virtue In 
the eyes of Liliom, but a weakness. 

Liliom mistreats Julie, and after 
he is killed following an attempted 
robbery, he is forced to expiate 
his treatment of his wife by the 
jreavenly court before which he is 
brought. The play closes with his 
pathetic attempt to ingratiate 
himself with his posthumous 
daughter by giving her a star 
which he had stolen from heaven. 

The play is a transiation trom 
the original Hungarian play which 
was presented first in Budapest in 
1909. The production in Budapest 
left both playgeer and critic be- 
wildered. 

Presented by the Theater Guild 
of New York in April, 1921, it was 
an immediate triumph. The play 
was the vehicle by which Eva La 
Gallienne and Joseph Schildkraut 
rose to prominence. “Liliom” has 
also been presented in St. Louis to 
record audiences.

It was Mile, Guilbert who first noted the possibilities of the 
young Virginian and her judgment was vindicated when the girl 
won a@ scholarship which provided a two-year course with Lily Léh- 
mann, famous operatic soloist and teacher. Gullbert believed her 
protege would be an outstanding prima donna on the light opera 
stage.

PAPAL COINS LIKELY TO BEAR 
DESIGN BY BENVENUTO CELLINI 


Pius XI Orders Minting of Vatican 

Money, One of Rights Under 
His Treaty With Italy. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, May 4.— Pope 
Pius XJ has ordered the coining of 
Vatican money, a right given by 
the JItalo-Vatican treaty. This 
right is conceded only to independ- 
ent sovereigns, and was one of 
the means taken in the treaty to 
recognize this status of the Pope. 

The last papal coins were mint-

ed by order of Pius IX, before he 
lost the temporal power in 1879. 

Ecclesiastical circles expect that 
the coins will bear on one side the 
head of Pius XI, and on the other 
the Papal coat of arms. In all 
probability. one of the greatest art- 


ists of Italy; though several cen- 
turies dead, will have the honor of 
design on the reverse side of the 
coins. This, is Benvenuto Cellini, 
celebrated artisan of gold and sil-

URGES U.S. 10 ACCEPT 
SHARE IN WORLD COURT 


Dr. P. B. Potter Predicts Dis- 
‘ trust of Other Nations 
if We Decline. 


Rejection of membership in the 
World Court by the United States 
would be seriOus and increase for- 
eign distrust of this country, Dr. 
Pitman B. Potter, professor of po- 
litical science at the University of 
Wisconsin, told members of the So- 
clety on Foreign Affairs at a 
luncheon-meeting yesterday at the 
Gatesworth Hotel. 

In his address on “American En- 
trance Into the World Court,” Dr. 
Fotter explained that the Court 
thus far had rendered 29 decisions 
for members and illustrated the 
fairness of the organization by tell- 
ing of a French Judge in the or- 
ganization who voted against his 
own country in a controversy with 
Great Britain in the matter of the 
citizenship of certain residents of 
Morocco and Tunis. The enforce- 
ment question in decisions, he said, 
never had arisen. While provision 
was mnade in the Court statutes for 
enforcement, it Was not actually 
practical today, he added. 

Explaining the difference  be- 
tween the World Court and the old 
Hague Tribunal, he explained that 
the Hague arbitration body was 
not permanent so tar as member- 
ship was concerned and that the 
personnel mistakenly consisted of 
diplomats rather than men con- 
cerned with the legal phases of 
The Hague group ef- 
fected compromises instead of ac- 
tual decisions as the World Court 
does, he said. 

“The World Court's relationship 
to the League of Nations,’’ Dr. Pot- 
ter stated, “is very similar to that 
of the United States Supreme 
Court to the other sections of the 
Government. The World Court has 
on one occasion refused to give an 
opinion in a matter as requested 
by the Council of the League. Its 
statutes likewise make it impossi- 
ble for the Council to remove any 
of the Court Judges without a con- 
senting vote of the remainder of 
the Judges.” 

Dr. Potter is a member of the 
United States Commission for the 
Codification of International Law 
and has served with the division 
of international law of the Car- 
negie endowment for international] 
peace, the Institute of Politics at 
Wilfiamstown, Mass., and the Na- 
tional Conference on Science of 
Politics. Before going to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, he was an 
instructor in political science a 
Harvard, Yale and the University 
of Illinois.

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HEARST AD’ AROUSES 
KANSAS GITY STAR 


Stated Missouri Newspaper 
Published His Editorial on 
Hoover's Law Speech.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 4.— 
Protest against publication as an 
advertisement, of a Hearst editorial 
purporting to have been printed in 
the Kansas City Star, on the sub- 
ject. of President Hoover's recent 


speech on law enforcement, was 
made in a telegrain last night from 
the Star to William Randolph 
Hearst. 

The editorial appeared in the 
Hiearst newspapers, the advertise- 
ment crediting the Star with its 
publication, appearing later = oth- 
er newspapers. 

Mr. Hoover's address on — en- 
forcement, made before the annual 
meeting of the Associated Press in 
New York, in which the President 
declared that the nation faced a 
crisis unless there should come a 
change toward law enforcement, 
Was attacked by the New York 
publisher’s statement. The Star 
carried the publisher’s views in an 
interview. 

The telegram of protest follows: 
William Randolph Hearst, 

The American, New York City: 

The Kansas City Star emphat- 
ically protests against publication 
in your newspapers and other 
newspapers as an advertisement of 
the Hearst editorial on the Hoover 
speech and the Jones law, as being 
reprinted from the Kansas City 
Star. The Star did not print such 
an editorial or signed statement. 
What it did print was an interview 
with you of less than a column 
when you passed through Kansas 
City April 24, but even this was 
not in the form in which you are 
printing it in newspapers. After 
you offered the Star this prepared 
statement, your secretary was in- 
formed that the Star would not 
print, even as an interview, those 
parts of your statement that were 
purely propaganda and had no 
news interest. It did not do s0. 
The Kansas City Star writes its 
own editorials. It is not in sym- 
pathy with the views expressed in 
your statement.

U. S. CRUISER SEARCHED FOR 
LIQUOR BY CUSTOMS AGENTS 


Letter Had Said Contraband Might 
Be Found on Ships of Scout- 
ing Vleet.

NEW YORK, May 4.—A war- 
ship of the United States Navy has 
been searched for liquor by agents 
of the United States Customs Serv- 
ice. 

It was learned today that cus- 
toms agents yesterday boarded the 
U. 8. S. Richmond, a cruiser of the 
scouting fleet now anchored in the 
Hudson River and searched it for 
four hours. No liquor was found. 

The search was the result of a 
letter to the customs suggesting 
that when the fleet arrived .a 
search of the Richmond and oth- 
er ships with it might disclose that 
the United States Navy was “wet 
inside as well as out.” 

When no liquor was found on 
the Richmond it was decided not 
to extend the search to other ves- 
sels of the fleet.

Comparison Is With Last Dec. 31.; 
Increase $1,448,225,000 Compared 
With February 1928.

WASHINGTON, 4.—Re- 


sources of 7575 National banks in 
the United States, including Alaska 
and Hawaii, aggregated $29,021,- 
912,000 at the close of business 
March 27 when the last National 
bank call was issued. 

This is a decrease, Comptroller 
of Currency Pole announced to- 
day, of $1,567.244.900 since the re- 
turns made by 7635 banks on Dec. 
31, 1928, the date of the last 
previous call, but an increase of 
$1,448,225,000 over the combined 
resources reported by 77384 banks 
as of Feb. 28, 1928, the date of 
the spring call a year ago. 

Total deposit liabilities on March 
27 were $22,.872.880.000 compared 
with $24,347.380,000 on Dec. 3!, 
and $22,279.982.000 Feb. 28, 1928. 
This included individual deposits, 
time and demand, of $19,101,590,- 
000.

With licenses tor produce stands 
issued’ to 72 truck farmers, five 
curb markets at which the grower 
of vegetables may sell direct to 
the consumer were reopened yce- 
terday. 

At Market No, 6, Broadway and 
Chippewa street, opening day was 
greeted with a celebration. A band 
was employed by neighborhoed 
merchants and the farmers received 
a rousing sendoff. The farmers 
were there in force. too, for No. & 
thus far has proved to be the moet 
popular in the city. Of the 72 li- 
censes issued, 41 were for stands 
at No, 5. 

At the other markets, opentage 
day festivities were less ostent&- 
tious. Indeed, at No. 2, Deer gtreet 
and Easton avenue, they amounted 
to nothing at all, because not one 
farmer to date has obtained @ li- 
cense to operate there. Five li- 
censes were issued for No. 1, at 
Twentieth street and East Grand 
boulevard; five for No, 4, Grand 
and Miami, and 21 for No, 3, Sa- 
rah and Easton. 

The farmer pays $10 a year for 
his license to gel] produce at the 
curb markets and must comply 
with several rules, one of which Ys 
that he must raise the produce that 
he sells. There can be no middie 
man. Vegetables must go diré¢t 
from the garden to the consume. 
Another requirement is that prices 
be uniform and no higher than 
prices charged for similar articles 
by merchants of the vicinity. The 
quality of produce also must he 
uniform, which means that berries 
on the bottom of the box must be 
as £00d as those on top. 

Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days will be market days and the 
stands will operate until about 
Thanksgiving.

tural principles of the earliest civiliza- 
tions, piling up masonry with the 
weight of the entire structure resting 
on the walls of the first story. The 
idea of a steel skeleton frame with 
shelves to support the wall of eacn 
story separately would not register. 
The world was not ready for skyscrap- 
ers. Buffington was too far ahead, 
so he obtained a patent on his idea in 
1888 and settled down to wait for the 
world to catch up. 

The world did catch up eventually, 
as it nearly always does after poking 
fun at its prophets. But when it did, 
it caught up with such a rush that it 
overwhelmed the man who had point- 
ed the way. It was like the insurgent 
trail horses of a plunging artillery 
team running down the leaders. If

It was use- 
less to keep up 
the struggle, Leroy S. 
so the in- 
ventor withdrew from the _ contest 
and sat back, unrecognized and 
disappointed, to watch cities grow up- 


ward in fulfillment of his prophecy. 


He took no part in that building up- 
ward. Ironically, the man who first 
designed a skyscraper never actually 
built one. Others who utilized his 
idea of the steel skeleton did that. 
This architect's ‘‘cloudscrapers’ are 
those which exist only on paper. 

All of these unhappy circumstances, 
however, were to contribute to the 
pleasant surprise which greeted the 
82-year-old architect when, upon open- 
ing his mail recently, he found the 
first royalty payment he had ever re- 
ceived on his invention. It was a 
check for $2250 from Rufus R. Rand, 
the Minneapolis millionaire, who owns 
the new Rand Building. Unso- 
licited and unexpected, it had come 
24 years after his patent rights had ex- 
pired. It represented one-eighth of 
one per cent of the total cost of the 
Rand Building, the percentage Buf- 
fington had asked for in his suits 
against other builders » quarter of a 
century ago. It constituted recogni-

It is not to 
be understood 
that the new 
Rand Tower 
was intention- 
Buffington. ally modeled 

after Buffing- 
ton’s tower plans of 47 years ago, nor 
was that payment of royalty on it 
made because of the striking similar- 
ity of the two, The resemblance was 
entirely a coincidence. The new struc- 
ture was designed by a Chicago firm 
of architects who probably had never 
heard of Buffington’s plan and who 
had simply followed the modern trend 
in skyscraper architecture. Neither 
was the rovalty payment in the nature 
of charity. Mr. Buffington is in com- 
fortable circumstances and not in need 
of charity. It represented merely an 
effort on the part of Rand to give 
credit where credit was due. Here is 
Rand's own explanation, offered when 
I called on him recently to learn why 
he had voluntarily paid a royalty on a 
dead patent when so many thousands 
of others had ignored it even when it 
was still alive. 

“This building had to be clean 
throughout,’ he explained. ‘‘It was to 
be the realization of an artistic ideal. 
From its very beginning the people of 
Minneapolis were interested in it and 
proud of it. Naturally, it had to meas- 
ure up to expectations all the way 
from the foundation 1 felt that it 


to Mr. Buffington, 
because he, unques- 
tionably, was the inventor of the type 
of architecture employed. The royalty 
was paid to him because it was due to 
him.”’ 

U'nable to believe his eyes, the vet- 
eran architect still stands ready, ax he 
puts it, to ‘“‘give it back if they ask for 
it." While overjoyed at receiving his 
first royalty, he can't quite understand 
why one man should pay it voluntarily 
when others refused to do so and even 
fought his claims in court. Rand has 
assured him, however, that return of 
the check will not be asked for. 


Y THIS time they know Leroy 
B: Buffington pretty well in 

Minneapolis as the inventor 
of the skyscraper, but for a tong 
time they have known him well 
for works other than that. In 
1869 he came to the Twin Cities as a 
young architect and engineer, just out 
of the University of Cincinnati. He 
opened an office in St. Paul in 1871, 
and two years later moved across the 
river to Minneapolis. His first im- 
portant work was the designing of the 
old Minnesota State Capitol. From 
that time on until failing eyesight 
hampered his work four or five years 
ago, he stood at the top of his profes- 
sion. 

His business was at its crest in 
the eighties, when he maintained a 
large suite of offices and employed 30 
draftsmen. The list of his clients is a 
distinguished one, including, among 
many others, the names of five Gover- 
nors, four members of the Pillsbury 
family, famous in the milling busi- 
ness: Cyrus Northrop and William 
Watts Folwell, presidents of the Unt- 
versity of Minnesota; Archbishop Ire- 
land, Bishop McGolerick and Senator 
Knute Nelson. 

More than half of Buffington’s busi- 
ness was outside the city and much of 
it in other states than Minnesota. He 
was the builder of 42 hotels, two of 
them in Yellowstone Park; two state 
capitols, numerous railway stations, 
balf a dozen or more University of 
Minnesota buildings, several churches 
and auditoriums, several flour milis 
and innumerable apartment houses, 
business buildings, schools and resi- 


dences. Of all these works. one stands 
out clearly as a masterpiece. Up to the 
time when he hit upon the idea of the 
skyscraper, it was the expression of his 
most extravagant dream. It was the 
West Hotel in Minneapolis, at one<djime 
the most celebrated atructure of its 
kind in the world. 


UILT in 1882, the West Hotel, 
Bene: is still operatine unde: 

its original name, was an ar- 
chitectural curiosity. It attracted 
builders and sightseers from al! 
parts of the world. Rising to the 
appalling height of nine stories, 
it looked down upon the city’s other 
buildings as the Rand and Foshay tow- 
ers do now. According to present-day 
standards, it was rather squatty, but 
in 1882 it ranked as one of the world’s 
tallest brick buildings and, its builder 
says, was the largest and most com- 
plete hotel ever erected as a single 
unit up to that time. Its height is 
still worthy of attention when it is 
considered that it has in its construc- 
tion not one piece of upright support- 
ing steel or iron. Its walls are of solid 
masonry, built from the ground up, 
and its lobby. 70 by 99 feet, Is without 
a single supporting column 

An unusually large number of iron 
beams were used in the building, but 
these were cross beams, which rested 
upon the masonry instead of support- 
ing the walls. Their use, however, 
and the architect's earlier use of a 
great deal of fron in the cunstruction 
of the seven-story Boston Block, near- 
by, appear to have been the germ of 
the skyscraper idea taking hold. With 
this taste for iron already established, 
his mind was in a receptive state 
when, a little later, he came upon this 
passage in one of Violett le Duc's dis- 
courses on architecture: 

‘*‘< practical architect might not un- 
naturally conceive the idea of erecting 
a vast edifice whose frame ahould be 
entirely of iron, and clothing that 
frame, preserving it by means of a cae- 
ing of stone.”’ 

However, having suggested the way, 
the author had put himself back In the 
dark with the fc'lowing observation 

‘But it cannot be too often repeat- 
ed, iron should be left independent— 
it cannot be allied with masonry.” 

Instead of accepting that as final, 
Buffington made tests to determine 
just how much the expansion and con- 
traction of tron and steel would dis- 
turb allied masonry and found it tue 
be negligible. Then, after many nighi« 


and Sundays spent in puzzling over. 
method for clothing a steel skeleton 
with brick and stone, he was seized 
with an inspiration: Why not use a 
shelf fastened to the skeleton to carry 
each story of masonry separately” 
That was the secret of the skyscraper 
-the steel shelf which not only sup 
ports the wall of each story separately 
but enables builders to start laying the 
brick wall of a structure at the top 
story or at the half-way point instead 
of at the bottom. Indeed, the wall of 
the first story of a modern skyscraper 
is usually the last to be built. 
Buffington first applied for a patent 
in 1882, incorporating plans for his 
28-story building to show what he pro- 
posed to accomplish. But search of 
the records to determine whether such 
an idea already had been rexgistercd 
delayed the fwsue until 1888, when 
patent rights for 17 years were grant- 
ed. It seems now rather remarkahle 
that, from the beginning of civiliza- 
tion up to 1888, not one building on 
the face of the globe had a braced 
skeleton of metal with shelves sup- 
porting the veneer, and it also seems: 
unaccountable that the idea lay dor- 
mant severa!) years after Buffington’s 
patents were granted and published

Wesley Poutra, an automobile me- 

chanic, met several of his friends in 
a downtown Washington restaurant. 
Poutra, a bridegroom of less than 
two weeks, greatly in love with his 
wife, lived in a second-floor apart- 
ment on S atreet. Across the hall 
from them lived Ruth Lynette Brad- 
ley, known as “‘Hot Shot Ruth,” and 
on the same floor lived Louis Beh- 
rens, whom the gang called ‘‘John 
Bunny.” 

On this particular evening Mrs. 
Poutra was in Atlantic City, called 
there by the death of her mother. 
And Poutra was lonely But among 
those he met in the restaurant were 
John Brenner and Joe Hauser. 

Hauser had an engagement with 
Ruth Bradley at 10 o'clock, and when 
she met him at the restaurant. she 
suggested that Poutra and Brenner 
follow her and Hauser to Green Gables 
Inn where they were planning to spend 
the evening Poutra, glad for some- 
thing to do, agreed, and he and Bren 
ner trailed Ruth and her escort out

to the road house, where they arrived 
at about 11 o'clock. 

The proprietors, Paul Beach and his 
wife, were about to close the place for 


the evening, no guests having arrived- 


up to that time, and were conversing 
with the four arrivals on the subject 
of keeping open for a while, when sev- 
eral more carloads drove up, one a 
group including Lucille Grissom and 
Evelyn Medcalf. These two girls, sub- 
sequently, denied that they were pres- 
ent, but on the strength of almost 
unanimous testimony that they were 
there they were held as accessories 
after the fact. 

With the improved outlook for the 
eveninm®’s business, Beach and his wife 
decided to remain open for the guests, 
and the two parties went inside, one 
group consisting of Poutra and his 
companions, and the other of a group, 
mostly men, headed by Emilio Torres, 
who owned a downtown restaurant 
and was known to everyone in Pou- 
tra’s crowd. 

Inside, the phonograph was started, 
the two parties intermingled more or 
less, and a man in Torres’ party began 
paying marked attention to Ruth. 


UTH, on the way out to the road 
RR rouse had picked up Behrens, 

whom she happened to see walk- 
ing along the street, and as the eve- 
ning wore on he danced several times 
with her. Drinks were plentiful, and 
the spirits of the party ran high. But 
by 2:30 o'clock the young man in 
Torres party was apparently greatly 
annoyed by Behrens’ attentions to 
Ruth, and he finally walked to the 
middle of the dance floor, tore them 
away from each other while they were 
dancing, and demanded that Behrens 
come outside and fight. 

Behrens had been drinking far less 
than the rest of the crowd, and real- 
izing that trouble was brewing, he 
sought to quiet the young man as best 
he could by explaining that he was 
a married man, was in love with his 
wife, who was at that time in New 
Orleans, and was only dancing with 
Ruth out of politeness because she had 
brought him out to the place in her 
car. 

This seemed to appease the other 
he was an Italian and had been ac- 
corded the title ‘‘Wop''—and the two 
went back inside, arm in arm.

Behrens, stung by the insult, was 
about to oblige him with a blow on 
the chin when someone from behind 
struck Behrens on the side of the 
head, stunning him. Behrens turned 
quickly around, to see who had done 
it, and found arrayed there the en- 
tire group of strangers, their attitude 
menacing 

Realizing that there was nothing to 
do but retreat, he backed away to the 
stairs leading to the floor above, and 
started to make his way up. going 
backwards, one step at a time. But be- 
fore he had gone three steps there 
came a sudden, splintering, crashing 
blow from above as someone broke a 
chair over his head, and he crumpled 
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in a heap at the foot of the stairway. 

At that instant the lights went out, 
and pandemonium broke loose. Furni- 
ture was wrecked, tables splintered to 
bits, the phonograph smashed to 
pieces, windows broken, and through 
it all was a constant rain of bullets, 
xuns spitting fire first from this cor- 
ner of the room, then from that. 

There were moans from those who 
were hurt, shrieked curses from those 
who were the drunkest, screams of 
panic from the women. Then. after 
fifteen minutes of hell, the air sud- 
denly cleared, there was a scampering 
through the door, a sudden roar of 
automobile motors, a rapidly fading 
drone as the cars vanished in the 
night. 

Brenner, the first to come to his 
senses, lighted a candle and after a 
brief inspection of the place saw that 
Poutra, lying in the doorway, was the 
most seriously injured, having been 
shot through the stomach. He man- 
aged to bring Hauser and Behrens to 
consciousness, the former with a bul- 
let wound in the shoulder, and the 
other with a great gaping wound in 
his scalp. Together they bandaged 
Behrens’ shoulder, and dragged the 
unconscious form of Poutra through 
the doorway into one of the three 
roadsters remaining in the yard out- 
side. As there was not room for all 
of them in one machine, Brenner vol- 
unteered to drive Poutra to a hospital, 
and the other two expressed the be- 
lief that they could manage to drive 
one of the cars to town in some way 
or other. Physicians later were amazed 
that either had strength enough to 
move the steering wheel, let alone get 
the car into the city. 


HE first that Washington police 
knew of the shooting was when 
a motorcycle policeman, patrol- 
ling the road which leads into the city 
from the neighborhood of the road 
house, heard the roar of a motor, saw 
the roadster flash by and gave futile 
pursuit. He had been hiding in a side 
road, waiting for speeders, but his mo- 
tor had become quite cold, and before 
he could warm it sufficiently to even 
keep apace with the car, it was out of 
sight.

there was any report of trouble in the 
neighborhood. The desk sergeant in- 
formed him that there had been none. 
Five minutes later he called again, 
and learned that since his first query, 
Maryland authorities had reported a 
shooting at the Green Gables road 
house. A general lookout was imme- 
diately ordered throughout the police 
precincts of the city for the roadster, 
in the belief that it might have con- 
tained the murderers, but the gaudy 
flash seemed to have been swallowed 
up. 


S NEWS from the hospital came 
Aw coupled with information ob- 

tained from the injured persons, 
Maryland and Washington authorities 
began to plece together their story, 
and Detective Chief Kelley of Wash- 
ington started his investigation of the 
case from the District of Columbia 
angle. 

Kelley had been looking for Ruth 
Bradley, by whom the affray was 
supposed to have been caused. She 
was wanted by District authorities 
for larceny of $1148 worth of fur- 
niture. 

Therefore, Washington police had 
their own reasons for finding the fu- 
gitive gunmen, though it was conced- 
ed that the shooting had been done by 
Philadelphia gangsters. 

Sunday, the day after the shooting, 
Behrens and Brenner were arrested 
and taken to Marlborough, Maryland, 
the county seat of Prince Georges 
County——the county in which the road 
house stood——for questioning, but lit- 
tle could be drawn from them. Bren- 
ner claimed he was outside when the 
fight occurred and only came in when 
the shooting began Behrens would 
Say no more than that he had quar- 
reled with another man over a gir! 
named Ruth Bradley, and had been 
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knocked unconscious, re- 
membering nothing more. 

But in the investigation a 
green car had been found 
on the lawn of Green Gables 
Inn. In the pocket of it had 
been discovered a woman's 
purse, with lipstick, powder, 
rouge, a handkerchief, a lit- 
tle change and an automo- 
bile’ operator's permit bear- 
ing the name Ruth L. Brad- 
ley 

By this time “‘Hot Shot 
Ruth’’ Bradley seemed to be 
playing an important part in 
the drama, and police con- 
centrated their efforts on an 
attempt to find her. But she 
was not at her apartment, 
and no one had any clew to 
her whereabouts. 

The next move was a gen- 
eral dragnet for everyone 
who had attended the party, 
laid by Washington police, 
and the result was the ar- 
rest of Evelyn Medcalf, who 
was posing under the name of Evelyn 
Austin; Lucille Grissom, who was 
with her; Emilio Torres, who was 
alleged to have brought the sup- 
posed gangsters to the road house; 
Effie Martin, whom District police re- 
fused to turn over to Maryland author- 
ities because they wanted her them- 
selves for larceny, and Hauser, who 
was still in the hospital. 

Torres, Evelyn Medcalf, Lucille 
Grissom and Effie Martin were all ar- 
rested on the strength of Maryland 
warrants charging ‘‘felonious  pres- 
ence,’ and with the exception of the 
Martin girl were placed in the Marl- 
borough Jail. Meanwhile, the Mary- 
land authorities swore out five more 
warrants, charging assault with intent 
to kill, against Ruth Bradley, Hauser, 
two men from Philadelphia named 
Ernie Miller and Mike Dan, and a girl 
named Barbara Bond None of the 
last three has even been arrested. 

Early Monday morning Poutra died, 
and the case changed from one of 
shooting to killing. 


N the same morning the Prince 
() ceorses County authorities re 
ceived information that the per- 
son responsibie for Poutra’s death 
was one Lynn Dalton, who had been 
present at the party, but whose name 
before this had not been mentioned 
Ordinarily no particular notice would 
have been taken of this, beyond a cas- 
ual investigation, as scores of tips 
were pouring into Marlborough and 
Washington police headquarters every 
hour. But Monday afternoon the jailer 
at Marlborough intercepted a letter to 
one of the girls there, mailed from 
Richmond, and saying that the writer 
would ‘‘stay down South until every- 
thing blows over.” 
It was signed ‘‘Lynn Dalton 
Chief Kelley, curious, examined the

Los Angeles to confer with associates 
who had backed his previous expedi- 
tions to the North and South poles.

Visions of being entrapped beneath 
floes hold no terror for the adventur- 
er. Ten or twenty feet of solid ice 
overhead, with the supply of air in 
the submarine low, brings no fear. 

For Captain Wilkins says he does 
not propose to allow his submarine to 
get into any perilous traps. Above the 
craft, he explains, will be @ sturdy iron 
rod, similar to a trolley pole. which,

there will be wheels

any obstruction on the ocean floor 
when it would be unsafe to operate 
the propellers.

“Tl have tried to figure in advance 
any contingency which might arise. 
he continued. “I expect to install 
every safety device possible before we 
start. For instance, there will be hy- 
draulic ‘feelers,’ or ‘shock absorbers 
sticking out from the veasel in al) di- 
rections to prevent collisions with ice 
or boulders or @bstructions on the 
ocean's floor Preparation of these 
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protections will be simple 
—merely a matter of nie- 
chanics.” 

In fact, there is noth- 
ing in the proposed cruise 
which calls for any super- 
human effort or impos- 
sible device, according to the ex- 
plorer. It {is all just a ramble in 
a comfortable submarine, attended 
by po such hardships as are en- 
countered by men 
elements on the surface of the sea. 
There will be warm rooms, electric 
lights, an abundance of food, with 
assurance of some luxury. 

Some may doubt the chances of such 
an expedition under the ice, but Cap- 
tain Wilkins doesn't. He admits it is 
no pink-tea affair, but insists it is 
not an extremely hazardous undertak- 
ing. He points out that the voyage 
has, of necessity, to be through Arctic 
water, but he says that while storms 
might scourge the surface they would 
not mean anything to the men com- 
placently sitting in the submarine. The 
darkness beneath the ice would be of 
no consequence because dynamos in 
the craft would provide sufficient light 
to send illumination out into the wa- 
ters, thereby affording means of study- 
ing the under-sea life. 

The principal benefit to be derived 
from the expedition would be in chart- 
ing the ocean floor, measuring the 
strength and flow of currents and find- 
ing. if possible, an under-sea liane 
through which  super-submarines 
might transport cargoes from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and do it more 
quickly and more cheaply than ships 
can now go from New York to Seattle 
by way of the Panama Canal. Further- 
more, the relations of Arctic storms to

When the war broke out he joined the 
Austrian Army and went to the nofth- 
ern front. Every week there came a 
postcard from him to his wife, telling 
about his life in the army and express- 
ing the hope that as soon as might be 
he would be able to come back home. 

Early in 1915, however, the poat- 
cards of Herr Thoman ceased to ar- 
rive. Frau Thoman waited anxiously 
for news from her husband, and with 
sinister forebodings looked over the 
liats of casualties. For three months 
no official information was received 
as to the fate of John Thoman. He was 
reported missing, but nobody knew 
whether he was dead or had been 
taken prigoner by the Russians. 

Frau Thoman did everything in her 
power to clear up the mystery. She 
wrote to his comrades, questioned pri- 
vates and officers of his regiment, but 
was unable to learn anything defi- 
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nite. During the next few months she 
became more and more convinced that 
her husband had been killed. The 
Russians did not report him among 
their war prisoners and he sent no 
message to his wife, who eventually 
assumed that he was dead. She 
mourned her husband, received a pen- 
sion from the bank where he _ had 
been employed and then took a job 
as cashier with an agricultural co-op- 
erative society. 

The society employed a few Russian 
war prisoners, released from prison 
camps to do the work of men who had 
to go to the front and could not be 
replaced by female labor. Among these 
prisoners was an intelligent young 
Russian of noble birth, one Wassili 
Widracheff, who worked in the same 
room with Frau Thoman. 


IDRACHEFF, a Lieutenant in 
W the Russian Army, who had 
been taken prisoner during the 
campaign in the Carpathian Moun- 
tains, Was sent to the prisoners’ camp, 
and because he spoke German and 
gave his parole that he would not run 
away, Was among those commandeered 
to work outside the camp. Frau Tho- 
man became interested in the young 
Russian, who on his part was infatu- 
ated with the beautiful woman. They 
spent many evenings together and dia- 
cussed plans for the future 
The war ended and the armistice 
brought about a difficult situation for 
both Frau Thoman and Lieutenant 
Widracheff.

And With Other Recovered Garments Goes Back to Malmaison Museum, 
Which Was Once the Home She Occupied With Napoleon. 


phine had left an enormous wardrobe, 
only a few garments have come down 
to us today, and these, in the Carna- 
valet Museum, were shabby and falling 
to pieces. While the slow legal proc- 
esses of dividing up the estate were 
in progress, M. Bourguignon secured 
a loan of the garments, mounted them 
In special glass cases and carried them 
off to the Palace of Malmaison, a 
strangely ironical thing, for from this 
fame palace they originally came, 125 
years before. And it was in the first 
days of the garments’ public exhibition 
that I received permission to make 
the first photographs ever taken. The 
remarkable condition of preservation 
in which the garments are can be read- 
ily seen, for, although the  photo- 
graphs had to be taken through glass, 
in the unsatisfactory light of the low- 
ceilinged room, every detail of the fab- 
ric and the wonderful gold filizree 
work standa out clearly. Packing the 
dresses in the black tissue paper kept 
the beautiful metal work untarnished. 


NCE the garments were mount- 
()« in the Palace of Malmaison, 
M. Bourguignon eyed them more 
longingly every . day. With all his 
heart he desired to keep them always 
here, for Malmaison, under his direc- 
tion since 1916, had become the home 
of the finest collection of Napoleonic 
relics in the world, a collection which 
had been started by the Empress Eu- 
genie in 1867. But M. Bourguignon 
had no hope of retaining these gar- 
ments, which he knew would bring a 
fabulous sum on the day of the 
auction. For he, as Curator of the 
museum, knew that the Government 8 
allowance to him for imaking pur- 
chases was far too small to permit 
bidding. and that the public debt was 
so jarge, it was hopelees to ask for 
a larger grant. So M. Bourguignon 
resigned himself to the thought that 
these dresses, which had come. so 
strangely home after more than a 
hundred years, must again depart. 
Only a few days before the time set 
for the auction remained It was in 
this last hour that M. Bourguignon 
succeeded in interesting a wealthy 
South American in the matter. This 
gentieman, M. J. Unzue, was a great 
lover of France. He entered into prt- 
vate negotiations with the heirs. They 
on their part. appreciating something 
of the historic associations of the gar- 
ments, and upon receiving assurance 
that M. Unzue was purchasing them 
only with the motive of at once making 
them a gift to the museum, consented 
to a private sale. While the purchas- 
er made it a stipulation of the aift 
that the price must not be published, |

would not at first be apparent. Yet 
in a way these two interesting news 
happenings are curiously linked, for it 
was through the benefactions of Mr. 
Tuck and his wife that the Malmaison 
Museum, once the home of Napoleon and 
Josephine, was immensely helped in 
its aim of becoming the holder of 
the largest and finest collection of 
objects relating to Napoleon. 

Before dealing more fully with this 
American benefactor’s particular aid 
to the Malmaison Museum, some of 
his other outstanding benefactions 
may be noted: A large endowment to 
Dartmouth College in the United 
States and the endowment of the New 
Hampshire Historical Society. During 
the war the maintaining of a pri- 
vate hospital of 75 beds. He and his 
wife gave a hospital also to the town 
of Ruell, and 5,000,000 francs for its 
maintenance. Last year Mr. Tuck 
shouldered half of the $36,000 deficit 
in the funds of the American Library 
at Paris. Gifts such aa an art collec- 
tion to the Petit Palais, and many 
others too numerous to mention, have 
particularly endeared this American to 
the French people. 


UT it is his presenting to. the 
B French National Museum of his 
magnificent estate at Bois-Preau, 
and the sum of 6,000,000 franca for 
the upkeep of a National Napoleonic 


Museum, that so queerly links his 
name up with the finding of the gar- 


ments of the Empress Josephine, 


which are now forever housed in Mal- 
maison 

How significant is this gift can only 
be‘ understood by relating briefly the 
history of the property. In April, 
1799, Josephine bought the property 
and castie of Malmaison (about 18 
acres of land). Napoleon was away 
winning battles in Syria at the time. 
When he returned six months later he 
was at once made First Consul, and 
the Tulleries given him for his official 
residence. But he disliked the sad 
grandeur of the place. So he spent 
most of his time at the Castle of Mai- 
maison. However, true to his nature, 
Napoleon wanted to enlarge the 
grounds and tried to buy the adjoin- 
ing estate of Bols-Preau, a smal! castle 
and 48 acres. He was balked, how- 
ever, by a stubborn old maiden lady, 
who would not sell. It was only after 
her death that Napoleon acquired the 
property, and he was not long to en- 
joy its possession. In the year 1829 
the property of Malmaison was di- 
vided And then, just a few months 
short of 100 years later, Edward Tuck, 
the owner of the divided portion of 
the property, gave it and a chateau 
and a library founded by Josephine in 


®~ 
1810 back to the Government. So 
once more the property is as Napoleon 
had it after years of negotiating with 
the obstinate old maid. 

In the eyes of men, Napoleon is one 
of the outstanding figures of all times. 
That is why the Palace of Malmaison 
has had such a fascination for royalty 
and people of great wealth. A brief 
but very interesting history of it in 
recent times may be epitomized in the 
accompanying table of changes of own- 
erehip since 1824: In that year died 
Prince Eugene, heir to the property 
from Josephine. In 1829 it was pur- 
chased by M. Hagermann, a Swedish 
financier. In 1842 Queen Marie Chris- 
tine of Spain succeeded in purchasing 
it. She was succeeded as owner in 
1861 by Napoleon III. In 1867 Em- 
press Eugenie displayed the first small 
collection of Napoleonic relics, which 
was the beginning of the present 
“France's newest museum,’ which 
contains beneath its roof the most 
coinplete assemblage of articles relat- 
ing to Napoleon and the First Em- 
pire in existence. In 1870 the prop- 
erty was acquired by the State. In 
1871 it was pillaged by the Germans. 
In 1877 a Frenchman of wealth, Paul 
Gauthier,- bought the property from 
the State and broke it up into par- 
cels. In 1896, another Frenchman, M. 
Osiris, moved by patriotic emotion and 
a love of the historic, acquired the 
property. After holding it until 1904 
and making many restorations, this 
gentleman gave it back to the State 
as a free gift. In 1906, following the 
lead made by the Empress Eugenie, 
the State began a Napoleonic Museum. 
This, however, was not opened to the 
public until 1916, when M. Jean Bour- 
gulignon was made Curator. 

Some idea of the tremendous inter- 
est the life of this warrior still ex- 
ercises may be grasped when it is 
noted that 100,000 Americans visited 
Malmaison last year and three times 
that number of people from all the 
other foreign nations of the world 


RULY, although the last great 
war makes Napoleon's cam- 
paigns but puny things, this man 
euffere no dimming of his glamour. 
And this Palace of Malmaison, where 
he spent some of his happiest days, 
naturally has a particular fascination 
And at this time, when Malmaison and 
Bois-Preau have been rejoined: at this 
time, when the garments of the mis- 
treas of the historic spot have come 
back and been installed in their 
ancient surroundings, it seems partic- 
ularly fitting to tell the story of the 
place. 

Some eight miles from Paris the 
gray, equare-fronted Malmaison lies 
at the top of a little rise. A magnifi- 
cent avenue of trees gives it an air of 
grandeur. Here among glorious oaks. 
elms, horee chestnut and maple trees 
now towers high the famous cedar of 
Marengo. This great tree was a sap- 
ling on the day Napoleon won the 
battie, and in honor of it Josephine,
